I Francis Jenkins, Inventor, lectured 
! on Television to the Educational Asso- 
^ elation of the District of Columbia on 
Saturday, March 31. in Corcoran Hall. 

Mr. Jenkins is the first successful 
Inventor of the moving picture ma- 
chine. and is, outstanding' In radio 
iransmissfbn of pictures. He illus- 
trated and explained the method of 
transmission, the principle, of which 
has been known for fifty years. The 
difficulty has lain In the perfection 
of the mechanism, whieh depends on 
the analysis of the picture subject. 

Mr. Jenkins has developed a process 
for transmitting weather maps to ships 
at sea, so that th^y may be automati- 
cally, rqcord^d on board- ship, which is 
far superiorito the method which was 
proposed in’ Germany, of recjjrding 
maps photographically. Mr. Jenkins’, 
Invention makes it possible to locate 
and avoid storm centers more easily 
than by code message, which, also, fail 
sometimes to reach a ship locltted in a 
static area. , 

Mr. Jenkida Is now, perfecting home 
sets for moT^le transihlsslon. which he 
expects to have on the. market by 
Christmas of this y^ar. ' He describes 
them as looking like Out grand- 
mothers’, washstands. 

Mr. J~enk1ns has also worked on 
many side-lines for intere^. He has 
received numerous medals In recog- 
nition of his work.' «

WHAT PRICE PARNASSUS? 

The George Washington student can never forget that he — 
or she — is a part of a University whose qualities are distinctively 
its own. And one of these qualities is the fact that the Univer- 
sity, however poignant and potent a part of the undergraduate’s 
life it may become, can never take the place of absolute dominance 
over student businesses which a dormitory university automati- 
cally assumes. Peculiar joys and sorrows result from this. 

The George Washington student as a nile is either an indi- 
vidual who is away from home and wholly or in part supporting 
himself, or one who is living at home and trying to live as though 
he were away at college, and in both cases there are difficulties 
entailed.
